WASHINGTON. Oct. 4 Oh—Sen. 
Arthur H. Vandenberg (R-MIch.) 
tonight described national unity as 
the best peace insurance and said 
United States voters can change the 
national 
administration 
"without 
affecting the continuity of our for­ 
eign policy." 
At the same time, the chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee condemned Russia’s at­ 
titude on the Berlin blockade as a 
"threat to everybody’s peace, our| 
own emphatically included." 
Vandenberg predicted the elec­ 
tion of Republican 
Thomas 
E. 
Dewey as President in indirect but 
unmistakeable language. He said 
the Republicans co-operated with 
the administration on a bi-partisan 
foreign policy and added: 
"I expressed the belief that our 
patriotic. Democratic friends will 
follow' this example when they are 
the 'opposition' come next January 
20."Vandenberg praised Dewey and 
his running mate. Got. Earl War­ 
ren, of Califon)la. calling them men 
of e x c e p tio n a l "administrative 
genius." 
Vandenberg listed two major ad­ 
vantages in a bi-partisan foreign 
policy: 
"One: It permits our democracy 
to speak with a great degree of 
unity at critical moments x x x . 
"Two: It leaves us free to change 
our national administration, if such 
be the peoples' desire and advan­ 
tage. without affecting the con­ 
tinuity of our foreign policy." 
Vandenberg, veteran Senator from 
Michigan, slated the position of the 
Republican Party in a speech pre­ 
pared for a nationwide radio broad­ 
cast.

PARIS, Oct. 4—fJP)—Russia’s An­ 
drei Y. Vishinsky demanded angrily 
today that the Berlin deadlock go 
to the Council of Foreign Ministers. 
The United States insisted firmly 
that the Security Council act to halt 
the Soviet blockade. 
Vishinsky said the Security Coun­ 
cil had no business discussing the 
stalemate. 
"Gentlemen, you have 
got the wrong address," he cried 
out. 
United States Delegate Philip C. 
Jessup—backed up by Britain—said 
Russia is threatening world peace 
in Berlin, and the threat Is against 
the United States. Britain and 
France. 
Jessup said the Security 
Council is the place to handle such 
threats to peace. 
The council adjourned without a 
vote after three hours and 20 min­ 
utes of procedural wrangles and de­ 
bate on whether to put the West­ 
ern Power complaint against the 
Russians on the agenda (calendar). 
Another meeting was set for tomor­ 
row at 3 p. rn. ‘9 a. rn. EST*, when 
Prance and Syria have asked for 
the floor. 
There was no hint when the vote 
would come.

Opening of Anti-Smoke 
Office Cheerful News 
The announcement several days ago that the 
smoke control office had been opened and that the 
personnel is now prepared to receive complaints ol 
continued violations of the city s ordinance to curb 
excessive smoke, grime and soot which pollutes Cum­ 
berland's air, is cheering news. 
The step, so long 
coming, revives hope within the people of our city that 
they m a y look forward to seeing greater efforts put 
forth toward correcting the im ta ting conditions. 
W ith the announcem ent that smoke control head­ 
quarters la ready to function. Director Hitchcock 
issued a lengthy statement outlining his rn tenuous 
and the methods he proposes to pursue to harness the 
h eaith -m ju n o u s elem ents, and points to Pittsburgh's 
long fight to bring about a cleansing of that metrop­ 
olis. 
More about th a t tater. 
Mr. Hitchcock soys he doe* not expect to achieve 
results in a hurry, and that he will exhaust all m eans 
to bnng about voluntary adherence to the ordinance 
before resorting to toughness and exercise of ponce 
regulations. We nurture the sincere hope that that 
wii* not be found necessary, but should his plan fail 
the people of Cumberland will expect whatever acuoa 
U required. 
Director Hitchcock has been in charge of this 
Important department of the city for nine months. 
I ; w as to have been expected that much spadework, 
such a registering all stationary boilers, etc., would 
have been accomplished by now. 
But that should not 
take too long, and with the knowledge already in the 
hands of Mr. Hitchcock, as result of his visits to in­ 
dustries and railroads, and his conferences with tho>e 
delegated the task of checking smoke and dirt, it can 
be expected that the balance of the preliminary work 
will move ahead rapidly. 
Steps have been taken by most industries and 
railroads in an effort to meet the requirements or 
the city's ordinance. 
But the results, so far, leave 
m uch to be des!red. 
The placing of dirt-catcher* 
about the city will facilitate the task of tracing the 
source of foreign element# and will enable Director 
Hitchcock to put his finger directly on those creating 
more smoke and dirt than considered necessary. 
And now the Pittsburgh situation. 
Director 
Hitchcock 
comfort in the slowness of our pro­ 
gram because, as he says, it took Pittsburgh seven 
years to bring about results it now enjoys. 
He points 
out that the Pittsburgh ordinance was passed in 1941 
but he overlooked or neglected to take cognizance of 
the Pittsburgh record that the war caused a four- 
year postponement of its operation. 
After ihat, we 
should like to call to the attention of Mr. Hitchcock, 
war-born shortages further handicapped the Steel 
City officials rn moving with earnestness to correct 
conditions. 
The most important fact Mr. Hitchcock fails to 
bnng out rn his statement is that Pittsburgh’s ordi­ 
nance did not go into operation until last October 
—just one year ago. 
And during the first six months 
of the ordinance s operation it was beset by an or­ 
ganized campaign to undermine it. 
But. despite all 
this, the results Pittsburgh is enjoying, as stated in 
th:< column last week, and which are attracting 
nationwide attention, are almost unbelievable. 
That 
is the record, Mr. Director! 
We agree that the same results should be achieved 
for Cumberland in considerably less time “compara­ 
tively in proportion to their <Pittsburgh’s) popula­ 
tion.* 
The people of Cumberland will awalt them 
with much anticipation. 


Forces Of Inflation 
Are Still Unspent 
Railroad executives have agreed that present rail 
freight rates are not producing “adequate revenue." 
So the railroads have asked the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for an 8 per cent increase on most goods. 
Strictly speaking, this request should not be 
thought of as new. 
What the railroads want is an 
adjustment in the order Issued last July 29. 
At that 
time the roads were granted rates averaging 22.6 per 
cent higher than tho* prevailing in midsummer of 
1947. 
But all except 12 per cent of this had been allow­ 
ed under interim orders previously issued. 
The roads 
did not get the additional 72 per cent they had 
sought. 
So they have gone back for it now. 
Their argu­ 
ment is that the rates fixed by the ICC in the July 
order have been tried and have been proven to be too 
low. 
The decision by the railroad traffic executives 
strongly hints that the consequences of higher wages 
to railway employees have not yet been fully felt. 
The effects of still higher freight rates will react 
all through the economy. 
Everything that must be 
carried by rail will cost a little more. 
Moreover, the 
current request for higher freight rates has no relation 
to the demands for further pay increases now being 
made by railroad unions. 
If these demands are granted, the roads will be 
confronted by a different situation and they will have 
to meet it somehow. 
It is a safe prediction that they 
wtil ask for still higher freight rates, not to mention 
passenger fare increases 
Plainly, the forces of inflation are still unspent.

Tills 
is an acute infection caused by tiny 
snake-like microorganisms. It usual­ 
ly begins in the tonsils and spreads 
forward into the mouth and ulti­ 
mately invades the gum margins. 
The tissues are swollen and covered 
with a dirty gray membrane. The 
temperature may be elevated and 
now and then marked fatigue is 
noted. By removing some of the 
accretions from the lesions and ex­ 
amining the material under a micro­ 
scope. the causative germs can be 
found. Penicillin is a most efiective 
remedy and can be painted on the 
surface, utilized 
in 
lozenges, 
or 
given hypodermically. 


Individuals suffering from mal­ 
nutrition are often bothered with 
unpleasant breath. This is true es­ 
pecially when vitamin C is lack­ 
ing. The same occurs to those who 
have been ill for a long time and 
are in a debilitated stale. Infection 
in the nose and throat also can 
produce this phenomenon. In most 
instances the afflicted persons have 
postnasal drip and the odor origin­ 
ates not only from these secretions 
but also from the site of infection. 
A disagreeable scent is noted also 
in men and women suffering with 
chronic bronchitis and other lung 
disorders. 
Now and then offensive breath 
originates in the stomach, especial­ 
ly when the organ empties slowly 
and the mixture of food and gastric 
juice remains in the gastric pouch 
too long. Dyspepsia, loss of appetite, 
and flatulence are frequently ac­ 
companiments. In these circum­ 
stances, halitosis is most noticeable 
on arising in the morning. 


When the breath has a distinctive 
odor, the cause is more obvious. If 
it has a sweetish, sickly smell dia­ 
betes always is a possibility. This 
is due to an overabundance of 
acetone in the system which means 
that the diabetes is not controlled. 
The same odor appears after ex­ 
cessive vomiting or during an ad­ 
vanced stage of starvation. Stale 
tobacco may also be offending and 
is most likely to occur in pipe 
smokers who fail to keep the pipe 
stem clean. Onions, garlic, certain 
vegetables, and herbs also leave 
their mark. Even those who have 
imbibed too much alcohol will be 
left with an odor as telltale evi­ 
dence of their misadventure. Occa­ 
sionally individuals are encountered 
rn which no cause can be found. 
When this occurs much can be done 
by eating Iess fat and other greasy 
substances, or by avoiding consti­ 
pation through the use of a suitable 
laxative.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Michigan Republican Tries To Clean Up State; Where Does The G.O.P. Gel lls 
Money,* This Column Leaks To The Justice Department

WASHINGTON. Oct. 4—This is 
the story of how one Republican 
bucked a lot of other powerful Re­ 
publicans in the state of Michigan. 
It s an important story because 
it throws light on the question of 
who really pays the bills and pulls 
the strings behind the GOP scenes. 
It happens also to be a story where 
this columnist sat backstage. 
One Michigan newspaper recent­ 
ly waved its editorial lien under 
the nose of U. S. Attorney General 
Tom Clark and accused him of 
leaking certain inside facts about 
the Michigan scandals to this col­ 
umnist.

General Motor’s lawyer, 
Harry Gault, and GOP National 
Committeeman Arthur Summerfield, 
who also happens to be the biggest 
Chevrolet dealer in the world.

“You are a menace lo good gov­ 
ernment, and we hereby respectfully 
suggest that you immediately re­ 
sign," tile Republican State Com­ 
mittee telegraphed Black. 
Governor Sigler, also Republican, 
promptly denied Black $35,000 he 
needed to investigate the campaign 
frauds. 
And when Black dug up $12,498 
unexpended money lelt over from 
1947, tile GOP state auditor clamped 
down an order that this money 
could not be used to probe GOP 
campaign funds. 
Every conceivable obstacle was 
put in Black's path. However, with 
a limited staff, he proceeded with

This investigation was 
before Judge Philip Elliott in Flint, 
a state court. 
Judge Protects Friends 
Suddenly Judge Elliott got cold 
feet. As stated earlier, he abruptly 
adjourned his grand jury with the 
amazing explanation that criminal 
action might be brought against 
some of his friends. 
This weird excuse brought sar­ 
castic comments from two other 
Michigan state judges. Commented 
Judge W. McKay Skillman in De­ 
troit:

Remarked Judge Joseph Moyni- 
han. presiding Circuit Court Judge 
of Michigan: “I have never, in all 
the years that I have been connect­ 
ed with the law, heard of a judge 
withdrawing from a case because 
that case might involve friends or 
so-called friends.”

What made Judge Elliotts face 
blanch as he beat his hasty retreat 
from the grand-jury probe was the 
sight of various canceled checks 
contributed by his own auto friends 
in Flint. On their face they were 
violations of the Corrupt Practices 
Act. 
Canceled Checks Hidden 
Judge Elliott not only dropped his 
grand-jiiry probe as if he had seen 
a ghost, but he sent a telegram to 
Attorney General Black ordering 
him to return the canceled checks 
and all financial records cl the 
various auto companies. 


It was at this point that this 
columnist beat on the door of the 
Justice Department in Washington 
and urged that since state officials 
in Michigan refused to investigate 
the Michigan mess, the Federal 
Government should move in. 
Note—While the Justice Depart­ 
ment tried to make up its mind. 
Attorney General Black in Michigan 
kept three sets of records of the 
canceled checks in three different, 
places, so that if Gov. Sigler's state 
police moved in. at least me copy 
of the records would remain out of 
their reach.

Length Of Mr s. Roosevelt's 


Life W as Remarkable In Itself

Last week an old. old lady died. 
She was buried in a double grave. 
of which half had been occupied for 
more than a quarter century by her 
husband, who was the 26th Presi­ 
dent of the United States. This dis­ 
tinction, however, the tombstone did 
not record* it bore simply the name, 
Theodore Roosevelt, with the dates 
of his birth and death, and the 
name and birthdate of his wife. 
Edith Kermit, with a space left 
vacant for the death date that came 
last week. 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s lifetime covered 
more than half her country’s his­ 
tory. On the date of her birth. Aug­ 
ust 5. 1861, the Civil War had bare­ 
ly begun. Abraham Lincoln had 
been in the White House only five 
months, and had not yet ended 
slavery by the Emancipation Proc­ 
lamation. 
To Mrs. Roosevelt’s span of 87 
years, add that of any other per­ 
son who had already reached 87 
when Mrs. Roosevelt was bom. The 
sum of the two overlapping life­ 
times would go back to 1774. before 
the Revolutionary 
War and 
the 
Declaration of Independence. 
Life’s Length Remarkable 
Tin* length of Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
hie was remarkable of itself, cov­ 
ering a period of history in which 
rapid and 
deep-reaching 
change 
was making a different world. She 
was nearly 60 before she had the 
right to vote, 
conferred 
by 
the 
womans suifrage amendment to the 
Constitution in 1920. 
She was over 
60 before she could hear a radio 
program, was over 40 beiore she 
could ride in an airplane, was a 
grown young woman 
before 
she 
could by electric light, a girl of 15 
before she could use the telephone. 
Most of her children were bom be­ 
fore she could see a motion pic­ 
ture. and she had grandchildren 
before she could see a talking movie. 
When her husband rode to the Cap­ 
itol in Washington for lits inaugural 
ceremony, his conveyance was a 
horsedrawn vehicle, the first Pres­ 
ident to use an automobile for his 
inauguration ride was Taft. 
She 
lived through four wars. the Civil 
War as rn child, the Spanish War in 
which her husband was a colonel, 
the First World War in which she 
lost her youngest son, the Second 


World War, in which she lost her 
eldest and another. 
In the portion of the history of 
her time in which she herself had 
a part, during seven years in the 
White House, her 
role 
was, 
by 
choice and strongly-held standards 
of taste, inconspicuous. 
To Roose­ 
velt she contributed much that in­ 
fluenced him in his career, hence 
influenced the course of the coun­ 
try, but always It was the influ­ 
ence of a serene wife upon a hus­ 
band 
who 
was 
impetuous 
and 
dynamic, sometimes to the point of 
tempestuousness. 
About Roosevelt 
and his Presidency, including an 
allusion to his relation to his wife, 
there is insight in a passage writ­ 
ten at the time by a distinguished 
English novelist. 
Mrs. 
Humphrey 
Ward, here condensed: 
“Washington, at this time of the 
world's history, was the scene of 
one of those 
brisker 
moments 
which every now and then revive 
among us an almost forgotten be­ 
lief in personality, respect for the 
mysteries behind it . . . . the man 
who appeared to his generation as 
the reincarnation of forces primi­ 
tive and overmastering, and heroic. 
An honest Odysseus: —toil*-worn and 
storm-beaten; capable, 
like 
his 
prototype, in one 
short 
day 
of 
crushing hts enernes. upholding his 
friends; and then, with the heat of 
righteous battle still behind him, 
with its gore. so to speak, still upon 
his hands, of turning 
his 
mind, 
without a pause and without hypoc­ 
risy, to things intimate and soft 
and pure—the domestic sweetness of 
Penelope.** 
Wisdom Served Husband Well 


But Mrs. Roosevelt was more 
than Pentelope. 
She had wisdom, 
which served her husband well. Her 
judgment was in some respects bet­ 
ter than his and so was her insight 
into men. 
Tins Roosevelt knew 
well. he admired her extravagantly, 
and in taking advice from her felt 
assurance for himself. 
Much of 
her influence upon him and hence 
upon the country lay in the gentle 
rein of graciousness 
and 
humor 
with which she occasionally check­ 
ed her husband s sometimes rock­ 
ies exuberance. 
Her influence was 
that of a wile upon her husband. 
to try to influence government 


Russia Fears Atomic Bomb; 


Inferior Position Delays War 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 4.—Russia is 
afraid of the atomic bomb—and she 
will not risk war as long as she is 
in an inferior position with respect 
to that most powerful of all weapons 
man has ever known. 
This is the inference being derived 
from Andre! Vishinsky’s impassion­ 
ed speech at Paris. If Russia really 
knew how to make the atomic bomb 
in quantity the Soviet spokesman 
would have exhibited far less solici­ 
tude than he did about America’s 
possession of the weapon. 
The Russian s t a t e m e n t that 
America no longer has a “mon­ 
opoly” on the bomb appears to be 
a quibble on words. No nation, to be 
sure, has any “monopoly” on the 
secret of the atomic bomb’s com­ 
position—science has always known 
what the splitting of the atom 
could mean to war—but no nation 
today except the United States pos­ 
sesses the industrial "know-how" 
and capacity to manufacture in 
quantity the bombs that can rule 
the world. Nor has any nation but 
the United States actually put the 
bomb to use on a target without 
being intercepted on its journey to 
the target. 
Know I . 8. Will Bide IU Tine 
lf Kiev.ut fears the bomb, why 
then does she harass the United 
States in Berlin and elsewhere? This 
question is related to the fact that 
Russia knows the United States will 
not go to war over the issues that 
have arisen thus far in Berlin. An­ 
noying and irritating as these issues 
are. they do not constitute as yet a 
provocation to war—especially when 
tile United States can make many 
other moves without actual war. 
Russia is well aware of American 
strength and potentiality as well as 
the details of the pronouncements 
of Dewey and Truman on our bi­ 
partisan foreign policy. 
Why then doesn’t Russia quit the 
U. N. and go it alone? The best 
answer developed here is that Rus­ 
sia does not dare leave the U. N. 
because this would play directly 
into the hands of the western pow­ 
ers who could then form not only 
a military* alliance but actually put 
into being an international police 
force with bases in Britain, France. 
Belgium, the Netherlands. Western 
Germany and Italy. Russia is not 
likely to give the Western Powers 
an excuse to train large land armies 
for passible invasion of Soviet ter­ 
ritory some day with Russia mean­ 
while living in fear of an atomic 
war. 
So. despite the outward maneuvers 


of defiance and harassment over 
the Berlin blockade, the Russians 
aren’t likely to provoke a war. Their 
latest move in ordering the Russian 
military commander in Berlin to 
announce his desire to resume dis­ 
cussions on the basis of the Stalin 
directive of August 30th is proof 
that the last thing the Russians 
would like to see is a breakup of 
negotiations that would give the 
western powers a reason to develop 
a system of military defenses. For 
this would mean an active military 
force with adequate equipment al­ 
ready in Europe instead of 3,000 
miles away as was the case at the 
beginning of each of the other two 
world wars. 
The oft-heard suggestion that 
Russia hopes to bankrupt America 
with a policy of worry that costs 
the United States about 15 billions 
or more a year for armament ig­ 
nores the fact that the best way to 
keep America’s inflation going for 
several years is for our government 
to continue to bolster the economy 
by spending nearly half its budget 
—five billions for European aid and 
15 billions for armamanet every 
year for the next five years at least. 
Also Russia must know that when 
total war comes, labor and resources 
are converted to war use here with­ 
out regard to coat or public debt. 
The monetary unit is devalued and 
the productive forces of the nation 
are mobilized as prices and wages 
are brought under a wartime con­ 
trol. 
Hew Leaf Can Sparring Go On 
How long can the sparring go on? 
Until lear and distrust are (Over­ 
come on both sides. This takes time 
and mostly an exercise of patience 
in diplomacy. The biggest difficulty 
to overcome is the human tendency 
to get mad—to force a showdown. 
The Russians are trying in their 
debate to create an impression of 
strength but they only betray in 
fact their weakness. The “cold war” 
will go on until the Russian people, 
tired of their low standard of liv­ 
ing and hardships, learn that their 
rulers are not preventing war but 
are pursuing a course that could 
force upon them war and atomic 
destruction. 
The “Iron Curtain" isn t impene­ 
trable at all so far as the Balkan 
satellite states are concerned and if 
isn’t as impenetrable inside Russia 
either as most people think. For the 
thoughtful people of Russia can 
read as much between the lines of 
the speech of Vishinsky at Paris aa 
can the outside world.

More On Harlem 
M 


y very good friend. Robert 
Moses, whose abilities and 
competence I respect, has 
taken issue with me over an 
article I wrote on Harlem. I must 
say that as he writes it. the story 
looks different from what I see when 
I go there. So I thought that the 
best way to settle Hie argument is 
to publish Bob’s recent letter to me: 
“On August 12 you ran a piece on 
Harlem. I know how high your 
standards are, and therefore ask 
you to study the matter more close­ 
ly. 
“It is true that the Negroes first 
filtered and then poured into Har­ 
lem without honest, fair and far­ 
sighted preparation by the various 
agencies, public and private, official, 
journalistic and p h i l a h t h r o p i c 
which are supposed to do something 
about matters of this kind. The 
Whites moved out faster and faster. 
When steps were finally taken to 
meet the problem, it became im- 
measureably more serious through 
the influx of Porto Ricans, and the 
Federal officials, who had a major 
responsibility for these new arrivals, 
did nothing to protect them or the 
community. 


It must be admitted, however, 
that long before the trend be­ 
fame marked, m a n y public 
facilities in Harlem were a lre a d y 
obsolete. For example, the old 
Olmsted 
firm which did so 
much fine park planning in the 
early days, apparently did not 
understand the growth of pop­ 
ulation in Harlem when they 
laid out the three parks . . .— 
Morningside, St. Nicholas, and 
Colonial, or else they were 
severely limited as to land and 
funds. 


In any even, what they laid out 
was more like a series of private 
estates than public parks, and these 
were overrun even before the big 
changes in population occurred. 


“It is altogether inaccurate to 
say nothing has been done for 
this area since your boyhood. 
You quote Lait and Mortimer 
that no new housing has been 
built in decades, and that there 
has been no provision for sani­ 
tation, 
human 
comfort, 
etc. 
Far be it from me to claim that 
the City has done the right 
thing in Harlem, or that what 
has been accomplished so far is 
adequate . . . 


“As to housing, the first quasi­ 
public improvement was the Rocke­ 
feller project known aa Dunbar 
Apartments. T h i s accommodated 
1,900 people in 536 dwelling units. 
As to public housing Harlem River 
Houses was completed in 1937. This 
accommodates 1,962 people ‘n 577 
dwelling units. The following public 
housing projects are actually under 
way: James Weldon Johnson and 
Abraham Lincoln Houses which are 
partially occupied; Stephen Faster, 
the site of which is being cleared; 
and, in addition, plans are under 


never occurred to her.

Opinion Filed On Slate 
Firemen's Pension Rules 


When pensions may be paid to 
Maryland volunteer firemen who are 
disabled in the line of duty is de­ 
fined in a lengthy opinion handed; 
down 
by 
Attorney-General 
Hall 
Hammond. 
The opinion was given Curtis C. 
Larrimore. secretary of the Board 
of Trustees of the Maryland State 
Firemen’s Association. 
Briefly, the opinion says: 
A fireman is not entitled to a 
pension when he is able to resume 
his gainful employment following a 
disability. 
A fireman who has an inde­ 
pendent income not affected by his 
disability is not entitled to the pay­ 
ment of any pension. 
Mr. Hammond also clarifies the 
situation In a case where a fire­ 
man sustained a disability in fire 
fighting activities, received a pen­ 
sion for a time, then returned to 
work. 
However, the disability re­ 
occurred and he was without com­ 
fortable means of support. 
The 
question was whether he could be 
reinstated on the pension rolls. 
The attorney-general held that if 
it was established to the satisfaction 
of the Board of Trustees that the 
fireman sustained a temporary or 
permanent disability as a direct re­ 
sult from active participation in 
fighting a fire, going to or from a 
fire or performing any other duties 
necessary to the operation or main­ 
tenance of a fire company, was pre­ 
sently disabled and without means 
of comfortable support, a pension 
may be paid him “notwithstanding 
the fact that prior payments arising 
out of th?se same circumstances 
have heretofore been made.”
